EDICULOUS FIGURES.— Mr. 
Av Hubert Vreeland, Ken¬ 
tucky's ^Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture, publishes with a great 
flourish, and no doubt at a great 
expense to the State, what pur¬ 
ports to be a report of the acre¬ 
age and the number of pounds 
of 'tobacco grown in Kentucky 
during the year 1903. Anyone 
with a particle of information ou 
the subject can see at a slight 
examination that the report is 
full of misleading information 
and rediculous statements, and 
instead of being an aid or guide 
of information to one of the 
State’s most important agricul¬ 
tural industries, it does a great 
injustice. We will take, for ex¬ 
ample, the figures given for 
Washington county, being fami¬ 
liar with the true condition of 
affairs. Washington county is 
credited in Mr. Vreeland’s re¬ 
port with having raised 129,151) 
pounds of tobacco during the 
year 1903. That goes out to the 
world as official. Washington 
county raised 129,150 pounds of 
tobucco over its entire length 
and breadth. What makes the 
statement more rediculous still 
is the fact that the acreage is 
given at 1,910, which would put 
the average yield per acre at 07 
pounds. Think of it, you farm¬ 
ers, who have toiled in field and 
in barn to make a crop, you are 
credited by our intelligent Com 
missioner of Agriculture with 
raising 67 pounds of tobacco on 
each acre of ground, or at the 
market price you produced about 
15.36 per acre. The true figures 
of a tobacco crop are not hard to 
obtain if the proper methods had 
been pursued.

r To any man all this is Interesting, 
hut how inuiiy arc there in all the vast 
crowd that enter the city daily at the 
great terminals who can tell offhand 
what becomes of tbe train when once 
the cars are emptied of the passengers? 

_ To be sure, they have seen the cars on 
u aiding out lu the yard. They know 
perhaps that a roundhouse is a place 
wliero engines are kept when not In 
in-tual use. But beyond this the Idea* 
of the ordinary man are a Wit Uasy. 

As soon as the passengers have left 
a train that has just come in from a 
long dusty run it Is backed out into 
the yard, and the cars arc set off on a 
sldfl track. Men go upon them at once ' 
ami begin to put them In readiness for 
the next trip. The windows a;e wash I 
ed, cars freed from- all filth and dirt. I 
seats cleaned, water tanks cared for 
nml the lighting apparatus put lu order. 

The locomotive, after leaving the 
cars, proceeds at once to tbe round¬ 
house. where the pouderous machine 
also receive* a proper overhauling. 

' Elrst of all. the tanks arc tilled with 
water and the fuel supply I* replenish¬ 
ed. Then n few puffs bring the ffre 
box above the ash pit, where the fires 
are cleaned and dumped altogether. 
The next thing is to stable the greut 
Iron horse. 

The roundhouse Itself Is a most unin¬ 
viting place. With Its soot begrimed 
walls .-Hid smoky interior. These build¬ 
ings are- nil constructed oft the same 
general Hues, low, out* story structures, 
generally built of brick and sejulcircu- 
Inr lit shape. The renter of the circle 
Is the center of) the turntable.' Ar¬ 
ranged along tbf> Inner hide of the 
building Is u line of doors, each exactly 
like Its neighbor. Under each runs a 
track of standard gauge, giving the 
whole an appearance not unlike a 
spider's web, the center of which la the 
turntable.
